The mpat comman cheesa In this country
s tho mo-called “American’™ cheese, nlao
ecalld "store cheene." ‘This cheeso ln copled
fromi the Knglinh “Choeddiar choese,” which
i mnade from sweet milk, sometimen skim
il and sometimes full or part eream. It
Is usually colored yollow, In faot, n groat
muny of the cheosen which we know are
tinged nrtificinlly, as according to the ant
of Congress of 1808, 1t s parmissible to add
harmless coloring mattar tn cheenn.

Creamm clhieess s made sither by thicken-
Ing sweet eream with rennat or by souring,
draining and salting the cream, Annother
method used s to permit the ercam to
curdls with the rennet, breaking It up so as
to ullow part of the whey to escape, then

wiled “Swiss chesse™ or Emmanthaler
Is made of wholo pweet milk and rennet,
und olthough originally made in Bwitzer-
lund thera s i great deal of American
Swinh cheese producsd In this country.

Liptauy |s n Bohemian cheesa made from
goat's rullk, and rendered expecially pungent
by the addition of red pappar. The natives
rmilx the cheess At table with other condil-
ments, lika a dash of mustard, small, Anely
chopped plekles or papriiaa.

oquetort, the favorite of monst choess
epleures, In prohably made with more.care
than any other cheesa, [t Is imported fram
the French village of Rogquefort, whare
choessa-making In a jocsl Industry wsur-
roundad hy the most stringent lawa and
customs, The sheep who supply the milk
for the ghecse are varefully pastured on an
exceadingly rich plain, and in addition re-
celve & special diet of prepared food and
water whitened with barley flour. Ths milk
In nkimmed, mixed with rennet and later
